The beds ought not to be more than 4 feet wide, and the soil should be rich. Avoid 
making the ground loose or spongy. The stiffer and harder the soil in the lower layers 
of the bed, the better Roses grow. Old sods, greasy decayed cow manure, bonemeal, 
and commercial dried sheep manure are good fertilizers. Keep the surface of the Rose 


beds well cultivated. 


Plant Hybrid Tea Roses 114 feet apart. More vigorous types need more space. Set 
the ‘‘bud”’ or “‘graft’’ at least 1 inch beneath the surface. — 
carefully and tamp the soil firmly about them. It is sometimes well to tread the soil 


hard about the roots. Loose planting is fatal. 


Roses must be pruned when planted and every Spring afterward. Remove weak and 


Roses 


slender-growing Roses must be cut back harder than strong ones. Climbing Roses 
ought not to be cut in the Spring except to take out dead wood, but in July, when 
they have finished flowering, remove the old canes and train up new vigorous shoots 
from the roots for next year’s bloom. 


The green plant lice which attack the tips and buds of Roses in Spring and Fall may

To grow Mushrooms successfully, the following re- 
quirements are essential: Procure fresh stable manure 
(straw litter manure), shake out well, leaving as little 
straw as possible. After shaking out, stack your short 
manure closely, as if for the preparation of a hotbed, 
and there let it remain for a week. 
heated, turn it over and place what has been outside 
the heap into the center. Repeat this turning at inter- 
vals of three days (four turnings should be sufficient), 
and if dry, use water enough to moisten it gradually at 
each turning; this will get the material into right condi- 
tion for the beds, as moisture is one of the most important 
points, and the right texture of the material depends 
almost entirely upon the proper state of moisture. If 
you get your material right in this respect, you will not 
be likely to experience any trouble afterwards. The 
ideal temperature is 60 to 65 degs., but Mushrooms will 
come at a lower temperature. 

After the beds are ready each brick of spawn can be 
broken into ten pieces of equal size. These pieces should 
be inserted about 2 inches below the surface and 10 in. 
apart; the bed should then be gently stamped or com- 
pressed. In about 15 days the spawn should have run 
entirely through the bed. The whole surface should 
be then covered with about 2 inches of loam and over 
this place a few inches of straw. Under these condi- 
tions the Mushrooms should appear in about six weeks. 
One brick will spawn 9 square feet of bed.

SQUASH 


Squash seed should not be planted until the ground 
has become warm. A rich, mellow soil is conducive 
to high yields and early maturity but, squashes grow 
satisfactorily in almost any well drained soil. For 
bush types, the hills should be at least 4 x 4 feet 
apart; for the running varieties, 10 x 10 feet. It is 
customary to plant 8 or 10 seeds in each hill, and 
thin out later, to two or three strong plants. During 
the early stages of growth keep the plants well sprin- 
kled with tobacco dust to make them distasteful to 
insects; the way to deal with the squash vine borer 
is to cover the joints with an inch or two of soil so 
that secondary roots may develop.

Turnip seed may be sown at all seasons from April 
until the middle of August in our climate, but the 
roots will be of finer quality if seed is sown early in 
Spring for the Summer crop, and about August lst 
for the Fall and Winter crop. A light soil, well- 
manured the previous year, furnishes ideal condi- 
tions; no manure should be applied at the time of 
sowing, unless it be well rotted compost. The ground 
should be dug or plowed deep, and made mellow and 
fine.

Plants of the early varieties 
should be thinned to about 3 inches apart, while 
those of the larger late varieties should not be left 
closer than 5 inches apart in the row.
